This act of 1870 operates in fact merely 
as a substitution of the Act of July 1798, so far as regards the amount of Hospital dues payable by Americas 
vessels, and the sole object of the Exeeutive in setting it out in the Consular tions appears to me, to have 
been for the pu of informing Consuls, &c. that instead of collecting Hospital dues at the rate of Twenty cents 
per month on the sale or transfer of any vessel of the United States transferred in a foreign port, as they are 
directed to do by the act of 27th April 1864, they should collect in future Forty cents per month. 
I understand that stress is laid by Mr. Jewell upon Section 7 of the Act of 1870 as extending the 
Consular Jurisdiction to an os ae of water craft owned by American Citizens in any of the world, and 
therefore rendering the “Spark” liable to Hospital dues. The Section runs thus “That for the purpose of this 
Act the term Vessel herein used shall be held to include every description of water craft, raft, vehicle, and con- 
trivance used or capable of being used as a means of auxiliary of transportation on or by water. And all acts ani 
ag of acts inconsistent or in conflict with the provisions of this Act shall be and the same are hereby repealal.”

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PROTEST AND PETITION. 
In Re Lee Choi Chun et al, Versus Steamer Spark. 


Whereas on the 2nd August 1871 a suit was commenced against our Steamer “Spark” in the Consulate Court at 
Canton for damages said to have been done to a junk near Macao on the 16th day of March last and 

Whereas it was proved to the American Consul at Canton aforesaid that the said Steamer “Spark” had been 
bought by us from the Estate of James’ Bridges Endicott, and paid for by us in entire ignorance that any such claim or suit 
was to be brought and that the said Steamer was formally transferred to us upon the 26th day of June last and that a 
register was shortly afterwards taken in the British Consulate at Canton after we had ascertained from the American 
Consul aforesaid that the papers of the said “Spark” were not in the American Consulate at Canton and that she had never 


been recorded there and 
Whereas it was represented ta the said American Consul at Canton that he could have no jurisdiction over a Bri- 


tish vessel but that the remedy of the Plaintifs was against the estate of the said James Bridges Endicott whose Executor 
and Trustee resided in Hongkong and was possessed of ample funds to respond to this or a much larger claim and 

Whereas the American Consulate at Canton aforesaid replied that he could not recognize the transfer as valid in- 
as much as Tonnage dues for the past four months had not been paid to the Chinese Government and inasmuch as Hospital 
fees for twenty years had become dues to the United States upon the sale and transfer of the “Spark” and liad not been 
aid and 
Whereas the Tonnage dues aforesaid had not been paid only because not demanded and when demanded were im- 
mediately paid and whereas a representation was made to the Consul at Canton aforesaid that we did not pay the Hospital 
dues because under the existing laws of the United States none such were chargeable upon a vessel of the description of the 
“ Spark” and 

< Whereas on the 14th day of August being the day previous to the day fixed for the suit we petitioned the Consular 
Court aforesaid for a postponement of the suit in order that we might have time to confer with and instruct Consul both as 
to the question of jurisdiction and also as to the merits of the case by itself and 

Whereas on the fifteenth day of August we filed a protest against the jnrisdiction of the Consular Court aforesaid 
and the suit was then postponed to the 22nd day of August and 

Whereas we immediately proceeded to confer with our Counsel Mr. Wm. H. Brereton and to prepare with him an 
argument against the jurisdiction of the said Consular Court at Canton and to prepare printed arguments showing that 
Hospital fees were imposed by the existing laws of the United States only upon “Ships or vessels of the United States ” 
which were defined by the Laws to be Registered or Enrolled or Licensed vessels only—which papers are now printed and 
annexed to this protest and 

Whereas our Counsel the said Mr. Wm. H. Brereton being engaged in Court at Hongkong upon a suit affecting 
the liberty of an American Citizen which suit was unexpectedly prolonged so that he could not appear at Canton on the 
22nd day of August aforesaid but sent to the Consular Court aforesaid an affidavit stating the facts above named and asking 
a further postponement for one week and 

Whereas notwithstanding said affidavit and said application for a postponement the American Consular Court 
aforesaid refused any further postponement and proceeded to what was virtually an ex-parte hearing of the case without 
hearing any argument as to its jurisdiction and in face of our protest against the same and 

Whereas there was present in the said Court a Chinese Magistrate called the Nam Hoi who was alluwed to ques- 
tion witness, make suggestions and exhort the Court in favor of the Plaintifs and 

Whereas the American Consul aforesaid had also prepared the plaint of the plaintifs with his own hand and did 
also during the trial afford the witnesses of the plaintifs encouragement and countenance even commanding them to proceed 
with that portion of their claim which was made for the use of their junk during the four months that they had slept upon 
their claim although the Chinese Magistrate aforesaid asked them why they had not brought the suit before and how they 
could ask damages for their own delay and 

Whereas the American Consul aforesaid did on the contrary act in an entirely different manner toward the only 
Chinese witness who appeared for the defence intimidating him with threats that unless he gave his evidence to the satisfac- 
tion of the Consul aforesaid he should be detained in custody and 

Whereas by said threats the Consul aforesaid extorted from the witness aforesaid the admission—that all Chinese 
were alike and that if he the Pilot had been the Captain of the Junk he would have brought a suit and endeavored to get 
damages and ’ 

Whereas the Consul aforesaid did moreover add to the said answer on the records of the Court the words “ believ- 
ing that I ought to have them” thus making the records of the said trial inaccurate and causing a witness for the defence 
to declare an opinion in favor of the plaintifs which he did not declare on the day of trial and 

Whereas the Consul aforesaid did further make entries in the said records of the said trial which gave the impres- 
sion that the defendants were fully and fairly represented upon the said trial notwithstanding that he know that the case 
had been confided to a professional gentleman, Mr. Wm. H. Brereton aforesaid, who was alone prepared to show the coart 
its want of jurisdiction and its errors as to the question of Hospital dues and to properly cross question the plantifs witnesses, 
to show the exceeding improbability of their story and to otherwise attend to the case and 

Whereas the judgment given by the Consular Oourt aforesaid is directly contrary to the sworn evidence of the 
defence and 

Whevcas we judgment w athirmed by the Vourt of uppeul vuu only be onforced by an execution issued by the

MEEBIING OF TREATY CONSULS. 


Minutes of a meeting of Consuls held at 
the United States Consulate-General, 
Shanghai, on the 16th October, )871. 


Present : Messrs. Mejan, Redding, Sclilik, 
Forbes, Wentzel, Slaghek, Davenport, 
Emperanza, and Seward. 

The first subject considered, was the con- 
dition of the inner bar at Woosung. 

The Senior Consul placed before the 
meeting the letters from the Chamber of 
Commerce already circulated by him for 
the information of the Consuls, the first 
dated the 20th of September, the second 
the 9th of October. (Documents A. and B.) 
He then stated that he had called upon the 
Harbour-master, in order to invite him to 
attend the meeting, and had discussed the 
subject with that yentleutan and with the 
Commissioner of Customs. They had stated 
the facts of the case to him, «nd authorized 
him to state them to the meeting. It appears 

hat the water to be found on the bar is 
low the same as that shown by the Admi- 
ity Charts from the Survey of 1862, and 
that the greater depth reported in Februa- 
ry last no longer exists. The shoaling com- 
menced probably in June, and has pro- 
until the present moment.

The Senior Consul said that he had 
asked Mr. Hart to state the action which 
had been taken at Peking, and had been 
told that the first intimation reoeived at 
Peking that a new interpretation bad been 
placed upon the Trangit Dues stipulations 
at Shanghai, had come up in the news- 
papers. Mr. Hart at once broyyht the sub- 
ject before the Fureign Office, and asked 
that clear instructions should be sent t« 
the ports. He at the same time reminded 
the Board that the subject had been dis- 
cussed in 1868, and the point then decided 
that passes might be taken out by Chinese 
or by foreigners. He understood that the 
Yamen at once asseyted to his statement 
and recommendation; ®nd had sent arders 
accordingly to the ports. 

Mr. Davenport had heard that these in- 
structions had been received by the Tautai 
at Ningpo and published there. He 
thought that the Tautai at this port was 
unwilling to make his instructions known. 

The Senior Consul then stated that 
Mr. Hart had prepared a scheme to re- 
lieve the present unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of the Customs rules touching Draw- 
backs on duty paid goods. Under the 
Treaties, hoa OR un ought to be allowed 
on duty-paid goods whenever exported, 
byt under existing rules they are granted 
only when exportation takes place within 
a year from entry. Mr. Hart’s proposition 
is to extend the period during which 
the Customs’ accounts are kept open for one 
year additional, and to furnish the issue of 
drawbacks for the whole term of two years 
in the same way as at present, and after 
the expiration of the two years to provide 
for each as it arises under a system 
which shall be just to the merchant and at 
the same time shall not interfere with the 
working pf accounts. The Foreign Office 
had not | willing to initiate the new 
system until meved by the provincial 
authorities. Mr. Hart had taken steps 
which he believed wonld accomplish the 
result. 

A second and revised chart of the North

A note from Mr. Wentzel intimating his in- 
ability to attend the meeting was read. 

‘The matter of an anchorage for vessels-of-war 
was discussed, and it was agreed with the Har- 
bor Master that two berths in front of the Eng- 
lish Settlement, and one in front of the French 
Settlement shal! be reserved for such vessels, 
and that the berth now occupied by the Fasana 
shall also be co: sidered a man-of-war berth and 
reserved accordingly when needed. These 
berths are to be open to all versels-of-war, irres- 
pective of nationality, and the choice of feither 
shall be given to the first vessel applying. 

The subject of the suppression of lotteries was

The subject of the suppression of lotteries was

It will bé patent to your Excellencies that the apathy of the Chinese authorities Enclosures 1 to 6, 
in a matter of such moment to the trade and shipping of this place, would, if continued, 
lead to serious permanent injury of the port as the central entrepdt for the Northern 
Provinces of China, as it has already caused heavy loss to the steam-ship owners, whose 
vessels have been delayed or prevented from obtaining cargoes for want of sufficient 
water to allow of their crossing the Bar, while the owners of the goods and produce thus 
detained have suffered from the same cause. 

As showing the present damage done to trade by the obstruction, a list of some of Enclosure No, 7. 
the recent instances in which the vessels of one Mail Steam-ship Company have been 
inconvenienced is appended hereto. The Mail Steamers of the Compagnie des Services 
Messageries Maritimes have not hitherto been prevented from passing the Bar, as their 
present dates of departure have been at periods of highest tides, but many other cases
